Recovery program has reintroduced
condors to Northern Arizona, with the first
release (6 birds) in December 1996. The
release site is located at the Vermillion
Cliffs (Coconino County), with an
experimental/nonessential area designated
for most of Northern Arizona and Southern
Utah. The area in Arizona is within a
polygon formed by Hwy 191, Interstate 40,
and Hwy 93, and extends north of the
Arizona-Utah and Nevada borders.

Cuckoos are found nesting
statewide, mostly below 5,000 feet in
central, western, and southeastern
Arizona. Concern for cuckoos are primarily
focused upon alterations to its nesting and
foraging habitat. Nesting cuckoos are
associated with relatively dense, wooded,
streamside riparian habitat, with varying
combinations of Fremont cottonwood,
willow, velvet ash, Arizona walnut,
mesquite, and tamarisk. Some cuckoos
have also been detected nesting in velvet
mesquite, netleaf hackberry, Arizona
sycamore, Arizona alder, and some exotic
neighborhood shade trees.

Species recovered with over 1,650
breeding birds in the US and Canada.

Arizona agave is a hybrid produced by a
crossing of two other common agave
species (A. chrysantha x A. toumeyana
ssp. toumeyana).
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
